Church Discipline Lord Chancellor brought in, 

And surely he meant every heart to win ; 

But it did not meet with Lord John's good will, 

On fourteenth of August he withdrew the bill. 

On twelfth of April did first in the Lords appear. 

So good time had been taken, is very clear. 

Bankrupts' Estates (Scotland) February brought in 

By Attorney-General (all the Scotch to win) ; 

Six months' consideration on it were spent, 

Seventeenth of August got Royal Assent 

Now pass'd a law in favour of the Jews, 

Though not to give them land (they will excuse) 

As Usury Laws, which now are at an end. 

The Tribe of Israel it will befriend ; 

Ev'ry Jew may become like a Stock Exchange, 

For enormous interest they will arrange ; 

Like Shylock, may the very flesh require, 

To satiate their all grasping desire 

For wealth. They will, indeed, no mercy shew. 

Who gets in their clutches they may overthrow ; 

And some call'd Christians may their example take. 

On the rack their needy ones they soon may break. 
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On the twelfth of July was the fatal day 

To Natioual Petition, which made a display 

In House of Commons, and in the House, 

How many for it did it produce ; 

Forty-six Radicals for it did vote,

But not for one day could they keep it alive, 

Though Attwood for it did heartily strive. 

Found against it two hundred and thirty-five.

Constabulary Force (Ireland) July brought in, 

For to check the Agitator s besetting sin. 

The unlawful Oaths (Ireland^ to set aside 

What the Agitator's friends can never hide. 

Who would swear not only to leave in the lurch, 

But extermination to the Protestant Church ; 

And Protestants, too, if had the power. 

Like the leviathan, they would devour. 

Assault (Ireland) how late to take in hand, 

The law in greatest strength it did demand ;

That for a country how much she has done. 

Instead of half a million to England lost,
